As far as. mere latitude is con- 
cerned, the Allied right at San Vito 
is already thirty miles north of 
Rome ‘That, however, means little, 
because the high Central Apennines 
interpose. 

The lateral communication system 
—Rome-Avezzano-Sulmona-Pescara— 


constitutes an important geographi- 


cal objective, from the eastern end 
of which the Allies are now only 
about twelve miles distant. 
Numerous obstacles intervene before 
this line can be _ secyred: the 
Pescara river, in particular, which is 
comparable as an obstacle to the 
Sangro. 

There remains the _ iriteresting 
question as to whether it is the 
intention to put a new army in line 
t make a strategic landing, say, 
astride the mouth of the Tiher.

Farming 
RELAND’S_ post-war relations 
| with countries abroad will be 
on a strict business basis, and 
there will be competition in one 
form or another, said Mr. F. M. 
Summerfield, P.C., President of the 
Federation of Irish Manufacturers, 
addressing a meeting of the Federa- 
tion at the Cork Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday. He was discussing 
ost-war — and _ putting 
orward certain facts which the 
Federation accepts in advance as 
having a definite bearing on post- 
war industry. 

“We accept unequivocally,’ he 
said, “the mutual dependence of 
industry and agrichlture, and we 
recognise that the farmer sells in a 
world market and provides money 
to purchase our raw materials, and 
that consequently we must produce 
as efficiently as possible for his 
benefit. 

á“ In our own interest, and the in- 
terest of the community generally, 
we must watch closely over every 
proposal for the reorganisation of 
the G.S.R. Monopolised road trans- 
— would give an arbitrary and in- 
exible service, but industry, both 
manufacturing and _ agricultural, 
needs a healthy, competitive and 
flexible road transport service to 
ensure its fullest development.”’ 


NO PROFITEERING 


“We have always stood for 
efficient production, and we do not 
stand for profiteering in any form,”. 
said Senator F. H. O’Donnell, refer- 
ring to what he called a campaign 
of slander in the matter of prices. 
He added that no abnormal profits 
were being made by manufacturers 
in this country. There were always 
exceptions, but he strongly denied 
that the manufacturers were fatten- 
ing on the life blood of the com- 
munity. 

Mr. D. Higgins, who urged the 
lanning, paid 
tribute to Mr. E. H. Childers, Secre- 
tary of the Federation, and to the 
Department of Supplies. 

Mr. William Dwyer thanked both 
the President and the Secretary, 
after the former had delivered his 
address and the latter had submitted 
his report. He also thanked the Vice- 
President for coming to Cork. 

The Federation had no use for the 
industry which was, in reality, a 
branch of an outside concern, said 
Mr.. P. L. McEvoy, Vice-President, 
at a dinner of that body in Cork last 
night. They would continue to press 
for Irish control and for the repatria- 
tion of controlling capitel. One of 
theirsaims was the efficient running 
of Irish industries. | 

To keep their goods competitive, 
costs must be kept as low as pos- 
sible. Wages, transport and the 
cost of raw materials must not be 
greater than .those paid by com- 
petitors. The Federation urged 
reciprocal trade with those countries 
in which raw materials and other 
imported goods originate. 

Many of them viewed with alarm 
the apparent. intention to give “he 
G.S-R.’a monopoly, not dnly of rail 
but of road transport. It looke 
as if taxpayers would be asked to 
bolster up a private concern gnd 
put it into a nosition to give what- 
ever service it chose.

Patches on Patches 


Since the Borough Manager and 
Town Clerk of Dun Laoghaire 
me an Assistant City and 
County Manager of Dublin, the 
Position of Borough Town Clerk 
has been allowed to remain in 
abeyance. Now, after more than 
a year of doubt and hesitation, 
the office is to be filled. To casual 
observers that decision may 
appear to have little importance. 
Its importance lies, however, in 
the fact that it represents one 
more effort to cover up the long 
series of blunders which successive 
Ministers of Local Government 
have made in their attempts to 
provide Greater Dublin with a 
tolerably efficient system of local 
administration, Even a brief 
recital of the hand-to-mouth 
expedients which ] ave created the 
present, jig-saw puzzle would call 
for many columns of newsprint. 
A few ‘of the more salient 
and symptomatic facts may 
enable - readers, however, to 
appreciate the need of action 
to rescue Dublin’: local govern- 
ment from final descent into 
complete chaos. Eleven years 
ago the Borough Council 
of Dun Laoghaire—of which Dr. 
Hernon then was Manager and 
Town Clerk—took part in a pro- 
longed public inquiry into the 
proposal that surrounding County 
Council areas should be incor- 
porated in the borough. The 
resulting report of that inquiry 
was shelved, pending the recom- 
mendations of the Greater Dublin 
Tribunal. To-day the findings of 
both of- these long and abortive 
inquiries lie somewhere among the 
fertile records of the Customs 
House procedure. For action on 
any of the lines recommended, the 
Government substituted the pro- 
visions of the interlocked County 
Management, Public - Assistance 
and Local Government Acts— 
under which one Manager, with 
two assistants, was made respon- 
sible for the control of all. local 
services—including indoor and out- 
door relief—in Dublin City and 
County. “Then, before these Acts 
took effect, there came the 
Minister’s' decision to dissolve ,the 
County Council and the Board of 
Assistance, and to vest their 
managerial and rating powers in 
the hands of State-appointed com- 
missioners. Such were the means 
employed by the Department of 
Local Government effectively to 
repeal the decisions of the Dail 
and Senate. By his resort to such 
a series of patchwork expedients, 
the present Minister for Local 
Government displayed his com- 
plete lack of confidence in the 
judgment both of his predecessors 
and of the. legislators who 
sanctioned their proposals. 

From that review of the zig-zag 
procedure which has led to the 
present confusions of function and 
authority, we turn to a brief 
examination of the administrative 
organism which it. has created. 
First in its practical importance 
is the fact that a single manager 
is responsible for the business 
affairs of the completely inde- 
pendent Municipal Councils of 
Dublin and Dun Laoghaire, of 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital 
Board, of the Town Council. of 
Balbriggan, and of several 
drainage and burial boards in 
rural areas. With authority to 
employ or dispense with the 
services of these bodies’ officials, 
he is without the power to co- 
ordinate their duties and 
activities. As independent plan- 
ning authorities, the Council of 
Dublin and Dun Laoghaire and 
the County Council—at present 
the County Commissioner—employ 
separate planning advisers, 
engineering staffs and public 
health officials. Meanwhile, the 
County Commissioner finds him- 
self. compelled to levy separate 
rates for Public Assistance in the 
Rathdown and Balrothery areas, 
and to contribute towards the costs 
of the Dublin Board of Assistance 
(now in commission), “whose 
domain covers both city and 
county areas. If—as it should be 
reasonable to assume—the County 
Council and the Board of Assist- 
ance are restored to office—what 
further changes would ensue? 
The chief one would be the 
transfer of duties now temporarily 
being discharged by the County 
and Board of Assistance Com- 
missioners to the already over- 
burdened -shoulders of the City 
and County Manager—who also is 
Town Clerk of Dublin. Such an 
alternative presents a very real 
dilemma to the Minister who has 
inherited the patch-on-patch pro- 
grammes of his predecessors in 
office. Either he must proceed 
with his department’s patchwork 
policy, or must have the courage 
tu retrace the many false steps 
which have been taken since the 
Government failed to take seed 
of the warnings and recommenda- 
tions of the Greater 
Tribunal—and, may we venture 
to add?—of this newspaper. We 
conclude with two immediately 
practical: 
MacEntee. Last year Howth was 
brought ‘quietly within the City 
area. We suggest that Dur 
Laoghaire likewise shall be in- 
corporated in the City. Thus one 
Metropolitan. Council and body 
of officials would take the place 
of separate and: overlapping 
authorities. Our second, and com- 
plementary, suggestion is that the 
semi-urbanised _ districts which 
surround the City. and Dun 
Laoghaire also shall be brought 
under the jurisdiction of the 
Metropolitan Council. These steps

lectual frivolity with an apple. 
The Brains Trust, however, was 
quick to make a most important 
point ; it warned teachers that the 
expression ‘‘ various types of 
excellence’? admits of a most 
dangerous latitude insthe ‘ypes 
that may te considered eligible. 
After all, it is absurd * suggest 
that Guy Fawkes had no out- 
standing attributes; but to draw 
attention to the virtue of his eool- 
headed courage might become 
confused in the immature mind 
with a general approbation of nis 
unorthodox methods. Even Robin 
Hood can be called in question as 
a suitabl, subject for a school- 
boy’s admiration; for, althoygh 
the outlaw’s professional services

Minister in control of town-planning, 
with a pronouncement of the Go- 
vernment’s irrevocable decision to 
multiply the number of small farms 
as the Boer of post-war agricultural 
economy.”’ This statement purports 
to convey the substance of a speech 
made by me at a function arranged 

the Irish Branch of the Town- 

nning Institute. It is, however, 
as I shall show, a grotesque’ mis- 
representation of my speech on that 
occasion. Notwithstanding that, I 
might have let it go uncorrected but 
for the fact that in your editorial. of 


‘Saturday last you ‘repeat the mis; 


representation in another form. 

n order to ensure, therefore, that 
this misrepresentation will not 
repeated, it is necessary for me to 
set out, from the notes which I made 
for the occasion in question, what 
the tenor of my argument really was. 

I was proposing the toast of the 
Town-Planning Institute, and, having 
pointed out that there were extreme 
schools of thought in planning, I 
proceeded to say that, so far ‘as we 
were concerned with planning, our 
basic purpose was ‘‘to make the 
country as a whole the best possible 
place for our ,people.to live in.” 
Accordingly, planning was. not 
merely a matter for one group of 
technicians or demonstrators or 
another; it was most of all a matter 
for the Legislature. Going on to 
emphasise that, when the Legisla- 
ture attacks the. problem. of plan- 
ning, “it has to deal with 
the intractable consequences of 
history,” I referred by way of 
illustration to the fact that the 
Cromwellian policy of 400 years ago 
“has left us the position in which 
the least fertile of our rural areas 
carry the greater densities of popv- 
lation.” then put the rhetorical 
question: “If the thing we aim at 
in our’ plan is to enable as many 
people as possible to maintain them- 
selves in reasonable comfort by their 
own efforts, how shall we tackle 
that problem? ” Having pointed out 
that we are an agricultural coin- 
munity dependent on a keenly com- 
petitive market, I briefly sketched 
two possible policies—one based on 
a highly . mechanised agriculture. 
with larger farms but fewer farmers 
and. fewer farm workers, trusting 
to highly industrialised urban com- 
munities to absorb those whom the 
drive for efficiency drove from tha 
land; and the other as I outlined it 
thus :—‘‘ The alternative’ is to say 
that we can pay too high a price 
for our market, that we ‘shall not 
pay it, but shall opt for, smaller 
farms and more farmers, lesa 
machinerysbut more workers,”’ 

‘These,’ I said, ‘are the 
alternatives. If I ask who shall 
choose between them, it ig not 
because the choice is still open, but 
rather to say: Obviously not the 
engineer or the architect’ or the 
surveyor or the town planner, This 
is a choice which only the client 
can make, and the client in this 
case is the whole people. ... Our 
country opted for the .small farm 
very many years ago. But there still 
remains, as the continued existence 
of the Irish Land Commission 
testifies, a great deal of very difficult 
work to be done before we master 
the consequences which flowed from 
that historical event of 400 years 
ago.” I then proceeded to draw the 
conclusions which my necessarily 
simplified statement of the funda- 
mentals of our planning problem was 
intended to bring out, as follows:— 

‘* From the alternatives which 
I have given, certain things, Í 
. think, are clear. First, that in 
all planning the basic decisions 
must. be taken by the 
Legislature—or, one might. as 
well say, by the people, through 
their chosen representatives; 
secondly, that these decisions 
are so momentous that they 
cannot be taken hastily; thirdly, 
that they often involve opera- 
tions of such magnitude that 
very seldom can they be made 
speedily effective. I might add, 
too, that often the decisions are 
arrived at subconsciously rather 
than by. ddliberate acts ol 
judgment.’’, 

Finally, as the general conclusion 
to be drawn from my argument, 1 
said: “ The town planner can play 
a most effective part in building up 
this country, provided he is pre- 

ared to act in accordance with the 
instructions of his client. ..... 
He must recognise the limitations of 
his. réle and accept them; otherwise 
he will find himself lost in deep and 
treacherous waters. The cities, the 
towns, the houses, the streets, the 
amenities, the methods of transport 
and communication, industrial facili- 
ties—these are his concerns and his 
materials. With them he can be at 


once an organiser and an artist, 


blending them all in one harmonious 
and convenient whole. ... .” 
There is nothing, I.submit, in the 
whole of this address to justify your 
declaration that I made “a pro- 
nouncement of the Government’s 
irrevocable decision to multiply the 
number of small farms as the basis 
of post-war agricultural economy,” 
or, as you put it on Saturday, that [ 
gave ‘‘‘a remarkable statement of 
the Government’s policy on the 
future of farming organisation, in 
which be declared in favour of 
smaller farms and more farmers, less 
machinery ‘and more workers.” But 
may I say that the manner in 
which you have misconstrued my 
remarks has led at least one of your 
readers.to believe that you are quite 
unaware of the land policy which 
has been in operation here since 
1923, and of the purposes for which 
the several Land Acts, 1923-1939, 
have been enacted ?—Yours, etc., 
SEAN MacEn ree, 
Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health.

Guides 


- In most countries tourist guides— 
if there are such beings—are 
generally underpaid and uneducated 
in the history of their own country, 
knowing no more than suffices to 
give a scrappy and often inaccurate 
story of what they have been engaged 
to describe. 

In Russia, however, the guide 
belongs to a recognised, legally pro- 
tected profession, for which, besides 
having at least a secondary education 
(before the war 80 per cent. of the 
Moscow guides were university 
graduates), the aspiring guide is 
obliged to eee a special course 
or instruction. is includes one or 
more foreign languages, the history 
of literature and art, political 
economy, monuments, places cf 
interest in the modern sphere, and 
the history of Russian, both under 
Tsarist and Soviet rule. 

The student is allowed to set up 
business only after passing a rigorous 
test in these and other subjects. 
Afterwards, if he is successful, his 


livelihood is assured, for he is paid 
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by the State, and during the winter 
—the off-season—attends refresher 
courses and studies for the benefit 
of his general education. 

Would it be premature to hope 
that after the war this country, 
seemingly intent on developing the 
tourist ‘trade, will institute a 
regularised guide service on broadly 
similar :ines ? 


Museum Founders 


The new. municipal museum 
Waterford, whose opening was 
reported this week, is very largely 
due to two men, the Ver ev. 
Canon Power and Mr, M. J 
Bowman. Canon Power is the 
former Professor of Archeology at 
University College, Cork, and he has 
given: to the new museum a sub- 
stantial part of his valuable collec- 
tion of archeological objects, in- 
cluding a good selection of stone-age 
and bronze-age weapons. 

Mr. Bowman, who is honorary 
curator of the museum, is the 
organist of Waterford Cathedral, 
and teaches music at the De La Salle 
College and*at the Vocational School, 
He is a Limerick man, and has spent 
a very great part of his leisure for 
the last twenty or thirty years col- 
lecting relics of extinct or almost 
extinct folk crafts and customs, 
principally in the South-West of 
Ireland. A large part of this col- 
lection he has now given to the 
new museum. 

His enthusiasm for this side of 
museum work has been so great that 
he has spent his vacation as a 
voluntary worker at the Cardiff 
Museum, the greatest centre of folk 
culture in these islan

catalogue in which he intends to 
— the Museum objects under 
several. hundred headings, leaving 
blank spaces, for the moment, for 
the specimens which he does not 
possess, but hopes to acquire later 
on.

Of this most 
famous, of all Waterford products, 
the Museum does not possess a 
single specimen, but the curator 
feels that this is a matter which 
local pride will soon remedy.
